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OUR SPECIAL AT THE AGRICULTURAL SHOW. 


Re TELEGRAM having reached me from an old bird at head quarters, 
to the effect that, before leaving Manchester, I ought to look in and 

inspect the Manchester and Liverpool Agricultural Show, at Belle 

Vue, as neither Mr. Chaplin nor Mr. Mitchell Henry could be spared from 
the Royal Agricultural Commission, and my excellent judgment could of 
course be relied upon. I took apartments at the Trevelyan, as being the 
place most in accordance with my well-known temperance views, leaving 
your name and card as an equivalent for payment. On Friday last I 
started on my laborious undertaking, first having procured (with Kilburn 
in my recollection) a pair of heavy agricultural boots and knickerbockers, 
together with a waterproof overcoat (which I have ordered to be placed to 
your account). Thus equipped, I boldly set forth on my journey, and 
plunged into a ’bus, which had the words ‘‘ Belle Vue” upon the “ knife- 
board,” and arrived, without any accident, at my destination. On looking 
round, when I had left the ’bus, I beheld a number of people rushing in 
at a gate, which was labelled ‘pay here,” and, producing a small, oblong 
talisman, on which the magical words “‘ City Jackdaw” were apparent, 
I was bowed into the enclosure. The first thing I saw, on turning to my 
left, was a large building, into which people were passing and repuassing, 
so I turned into the place, which I found was an extensive refreshment 
bar. Feeling rather faint with the fatigues of tlie road, I partook of a 
slight potation, and then proceeded to inspect the live stock in the show. 
But, bless your old wings and tail, I never was so surprised in my life. 
I expected to see cattle, sheep, and horses; but the first building I went 
into contained nothing but monkeys! What monkeys had to do with 
agriculture I could not conceive, but I instantly made a mental memoran- 
dum to write and ask my learned friend Lord George Hamilton about it. 
Whilst gazing with the greatest astonishment upon the early development 
of our original species, I was accosted by a gentleman who seemed fami- 
liar with the place, and, on putting the momentous question to him, I 
was informed that the monkey was one of the greatest essentials to agri- 
culture in the West Indies, where the growth of the cocoa nut and the 
bread fruit were so extensively carried on, as the fruit could not be got at 
by any other process than either by training monkeys to clim) the trees 
or cutting them down, which would be ruinous. Thanking him for his 
information, which interested me extremely, I invited him to partake 
of a little refreshment, which he affably consented to do, and led me to 
another part of the ground, and into a large hall, where he said the 
agricultural societies of Lancashire and Cheshire held their meetings. 
Along the end of this hall was another refreshment bar, to which we 
proceeded, and, whilst partaking of drinks, he told me that agricultural 
shows were not now what they used to be, but that I should see some- 
thing more wonderful than monkeys. We then proceeded to another 
range of buildings, in which I was surprised to finddions, tigers, leopards, 
and other wild beasts, and on my turning to him for an explanation, he 
laughed, and said—‘‘I told you so; you are more surprised here than by 
the monkeys.” He then informed me that this was the Asiatic portion of 
the show, and that these animals were protected by thie agricultural 
commissioners of India and China, for the purpose of destroying the 
deer and small game, which would otherwise become so numerous as to 
annihilate the crops. He shewed me elephants, which were trained 
in India, he said, to carry water from the great rivers, and by means 
of their trunks to syringe the herbage and irrigate the country in 
the dry season. The rhinoceros and hippopotamus, he informed me, 
were useful in trampling down and destroying the brake and the 
underwoods, which would otherwise choke the more useful herbage. 
There were specimens of sheep and cattle from various foreign lands, 
such as the llamas and alphas from South America, and the buffaloes 
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from Africa and America. There were even reindeer, which he said 
were the only cattle in Lapland and northern Russia, In fact, he 
showed me so many different animals connected with avricultural 
pursuits in various parts of the world that I was astounded at the variety 
thereof. Some foreign pigs, he informed me, were extensively used in 
ploughing ; the farmers in those countries did not know the use of the 
European plough, but they buried acorns, which were very plentiful all 
over the fields they wished to plough, and then turned the pigs into tho 
field ; and the pigs, in rooting up the earth in search of acorns, were far 
more effective than ploughs. Foxes, he said, were kept in some countries 
to keep down the breeding of rabbits and hares, which are so destructive 
to young crops, and wolves were protected in order to keep the foxes from 
becoming too numerous in their turn, whilst the wolves themselves formed 
most excellent sport in hunting, so that everything tended to promote the 
welfare of agriculture, and no agricultural show would be complete with- 
out these animals. All this was instruction to me, and on reaching another 
part of the show where there were a number of bears, and another refresh- 
ment bar, I led him to the bar, and whilst indulging in a small potation to 
recruit exhausted nature, he told me that if it was not for the presence of 
bears in Russia, and in the American agricultural districts, he did not 
know what would become of this country, as such a vast amount of corn was 
imported from thence into England, and the bears there took the place of the 
lion, tiger, &c. of Asia, in keeping down or destroying the deer and small 
game which would ruin the corn fields. Amongst the birds he was equally 
explanative ; the small birds were agricultural pests, and the falcons, 
eagles, and vultures were the means of checking their numbers, whilst the 
owls were useful in destroying the rats and mice which infested our 
granaries. A show, he said, which consisted of sheep, cattle, pigs, and 
horses only, together with a few agricultural implements, was now getting 
80 obsolete that all the societies were ignoring them and collecting speci- 
mens of the more useful animals, such as we saw there. A number of merry- 
go-rounds and velocipedes which kept whirling round with people who rode 
upon then, were pointed out by him as another method of combining 
utility with pleasure, as those machines, which afforded so much innocent 
amusement, served to work the machinery to grind and winnow corn with 
greater rapidity and effect than any invention yet known. After a re- 
markably instructive afternoon spent with my newly-found friend, we 
adjourned to another bar at the opposite gate, which led to the Longsight 
railway station, and passed the evening in cementing our friendship, until 
I found it necessary to return to my hotel, where, to my indignation, they 
would not admit me, saying that it was a temperance hotel—as if I did 
not know that; had I not taken up my quarters there on that very 
account? I hope you will distinctly decline to pay their bill. 

Why, he never went to the 
Agricultural Show at all, and must be completely deranged to allow him- 
self to be persuaded that Belle Vue Gardens was a show of that kind. He 
certainly ought to be shut up there either as an ass or a gull.

Then the peaceful inhabitants, who had lived for years within the safe 
seclusion of their happy cottage homes, were told that a Board was neces- 
sary to rescue them from the state of general “ filthiness” in which they 
had for centuries lived, and then—ezit happiness. 

The other week we inserted a report of *‘ a scene’ which took place at 
the last monthly meetirg of the Barton Burial Board. We have now the 
painful (?) duty of recording another scene at their usual monthly meeting 
last week. 

There were present :—Messrs. H. Leigh, J.P. (chairman); J. Gray (of 
post boy notoriety) ; J. C. Mather (of Eccles wakes renown, and for the 
upholding of which he may be said to be indebted for his present popu- 
larity with the ancient inhabitants of Eccles); R. Spary (thirty-second 
cousin to Mr. M.’s uncle William, and born just one second before Mr. M., 
thus accounting for the extraordinary antagonism of the two prominent 
gentlemen I have mentioned); A. Black; J. Bradburn; and the clerk, 
Sir G. T., of £80 fame.

Mr. Brapnvrn (scowling fearfully at Mr. Mather, who, not to be outdone 
in looks, scowled back at his enemy): Do you object to me taking the 
chair ? 

Mr. Mature: Yes, I do. 

Mr. Buack, in his laudable effort to make things less black between the 
two “scowlers,” then said: Well, I propose that Mr. Bradburn take the 
chair,

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THE AFGHAN AFFAIR. 


( "HOUGH we are amongst those who cannot pretend to be surprised at 
; the turn of events in Cabul, we are still most terribly shocked to 
find our worst fears so speedily realised. The attack upon the British 
Embassy merely proves that the Afghans have lost none of their ancient 
character, and that in questions affecting their liberty, they are as jealous 
as at any time in their past history. We are bound to recollect that 
Shere Ali did not admit he ever had a personal hatred of the British, but 
persistently declared he could not protect a British political resident in 
his capital, because of the jealousy of his people. It must be borne in 
mind that though he was un acknowledged ruler, and one whose behests 
were, in the main, implicitly followed, yet he was really only a superior 
chief, in a land in which chiefs of tribes hold a nominal kind of indepen- 
dence. This is no recent discovery. It was as well known in 1842 as it 
is now. No doubt the groundwork of this feeling is both religious and 
political. The former because of the persistent efforts of our missionaries 
to uproot Mahommedanism, and the latter, in the well-known fate of 
every native prince whose downfall dated from the time he admitted a 
British resident. The Russian and French papers are agreed upon what 
will be the inevitable consequence of this Cabul massacre—the annexation 
of the country by the British. But with this conquest, our difficulties will 
assuredly recommence, and, besides, we shall all the time be in close 
proximity to the dreaded Russian dominions. Sir Stafford Northcote has 
advised the people to suspend their judgment of the policy of the Govern- 
ment until this latest phase of it has been cleared up. But the request 
is one which the Government is not justified ix making. They are in the 
position of the men who, after being warned by their acquaintance that 
there is certain danger, rush headlong into it. How can the Government 
and their friends complain of the angry shout of their opponents? The 
testimony of Lord Lawrence and Lord Northbrook was treated as though 
they had never had any connection with India at all, and did not know 
what they were talking about. Equally was the teaching of history derided. 
The offence of Shere Ali was that he had received the Russians and refused 
to receive the British. Can it now be credited that this was deemed by the 
Government, the majority of the Parliament, and nearly the whole Con- 
servative party, as a casus belli? Making every allowance for those 
people suffering from Russophobia, like Captain Burnaby, it is shocking to 
think that we should carry fire and sword 20,000 miles to allay the ghost 
of a suspicion of Russia. Suppose that we allow all that is asserted in 
the famous ‘Ride to Khiva;” that Russian Generals regularly set 
imperial orders at naught, and conquer where they have been ordered not 
to go, their conquests being afterwards accepted and rewarded at St. 
Petersburg,—what does the whole tenour of the book show? Merely that 
these conquests are made in a seemingly God-deserted country, in which 
Captain Burnaby had much difficulty in travelling, with all the aids and 
accessories procurable by money. The end of all this conquest has been 
merely to draw near the British territory, there to stop its career, doubt- 
less, just so long as we are able to hold our own, and if the Government 
and the Conservative party have entertained any other idea than that, we 
imagine they have been living in a fool’s paradise. It is nothing but the 
fear of British power that keeps enemies from our own shores, and most 
certainly it is the same fear of our power that has kept them at bay in 
India. How, then, has arisen this insane cry for a “ scientific frontier ?” 
Is the range of mountains dominating the Khyber Pass less formidable 
than those in the neighbourhood of Herat. The contrary is the opinion 
of every military writer whom we have read. After this massacre of Sir 
Louis Cavagnari and his suite, there can be no doubt that we are in the 
same political position that we should have been had we awaited the 
Russian conquest of Afghanistan, with the additional drawback of being 
compelled to wage another war of punishment, and then either holda 
hostile and turbulent people at a fearful expense, or retire to India a 
beaten and disgraced power. This is the direct result of a ‘spirited 
foreign policy.” We are not rejoiced to find the Government in a great 
difficulty. We arc heartily sorry that the British mission has met such a 
dreadful fate, but we say the Afghans have done exactly what the 
gentlemen most intimate with their manners have all along declared they 
would do. To our knowledge not one considerable authority has ranged 
alongside the Government. They have been so infatuated that, in the 
Queen’s speech on the rising of Parliament, they rejoiced that their critics 
Were in error, and that they were right in their opinion of the Afghans. 
We still hope for the time when the British Government will not conduct 
their foreign policy on the lines of distrust of other powers, and desire for 





foreign conquest. With a people out of work, and half starving ; with 
half the markets of the world closed against us by high tariffs and pro- 
tective duties; with our commercial position endangered by dishonest 
manufactures being shipped from our shores as genuine goods; and with 
a taxation, bloated to an extent which isa disgrace to a civilised State, 
any Government that the statesmen may form, or that the people may 
desire, have cut out for them labours which a whole decade of ‘“ heroic” 
measures would not compass, and yet not one successful effort has been 
made by the Cabinet during the last session of Parliament in that behalf. 
Our excellent Bishop has been reading us two most admirable lectures on 
honest dealing, and we have the most profound faith in the success of 
honesty and fair dealing both in politics and trade. We have no doubt he 
is correct in tracing our misfortunes to our national dishonesty as trades- 
-men, and our selfishness ais politicians, We can do nothing without a 
loud shout about British interests, and we cannot wonder at the nations of 
the continent gloating over our present trials. Should we meet, in private 
life, with a fair representative of our Government in their dealings with 
foreign nations, we should scout the man as a bad neighbour. The same 
fate befalls us as a people. Our ministry has dishonoured the British 
name by bluster and incapacity. They tried to frighten the Russians in 
Roumelia ; they then tried to frighten the Afghans and the Zulus, and 
lastly, they tried to frighten the Obstructionists. They have failed all 
round, and succeeded nowhere but at the Boards of Guardians, where the 
starving people are now treated with a severity unknown for three 
hundred years.

and thus made a dreadful slaughter of his people. This is a terrible 
accusation against a Christian soldier, who has published his belief that 
God interposed His providential power to compass the destruction of the 
heathen by the battle of Ulundi. To the ordinary mind this little quarrel 
will only prove afresh that military men are utterly reckless of human life, 
and the frightful and immeasurable woe they produce on this earth, where 
they see an opportunity of gaining ‘‘ the bubble reputation at the cannon’s 
mouth.”

RECOLLECTIONS OF A PEDESTRIAN TOURIST. 
SECOND SERIES. 
KIRKSTONE PASS AND WINDERMERE. 


‘TZ IRKSTONE, like Llanberis, offers an excellent high-road to the 
' pedestrian. Had it not been so, we should not have attempted it. 

The ascent, from Ullswater to Kirkstone House, is long and gradual. 
The dip, from the summit to Ambleside, is sharp and steep. The road 
was, thus, well adapted to our condition, though it was discouraging to 
sec it, so very far ahead, still leading upward and onward, as we saw it 
occasionally, at the beginning of our walk. 

At the very entrance of the Pass, we went by that most ghastly and 
uncomfortable-looking object, ‘ the thunder-blasted tree,”’ as Poe expres- 
ses it. This luckless tree was stripped and shivered, but left standing, by 
a flash of lightening, I don’t know how many years ago. I had seen the 
tree, some years before, in broad daylight; and it looked sufficiently eerie 
and sensational then. Now, in the rapidly-deepening gloom, its mangled 
form, as it stood erect, stretching forth its white, gaunt, splintered arms 
to the shadowy mountains and the darkening sky, presented, most vividly, 
the impression of a murdered corpse, risiag from the sleep of death, and 
appealing to heaven and earth for vengeance on its murderer, 

We hurried by, and looked up to the hills, whose forms assumed a 
strange distinctness as the gloom increased. Their substance seemed to 
be softened to veritable shadows, as they crowded, range behind range, on 
either side the Pass; while their clear and sharp outlines stood out boldly 
against the sky, or the background of more distant eminences. Gradually 
the sense of perspective was lost. Peak and shoulder, slope and swell, 
seemed absolutely flat and perpendicular. And then, quickly, quickly, the 
night enveloped near and distant scenes, and we could see naught but the 
road we trod, as we laboured slowly up the Pass. 

It was a laborious walk indeed ; but everything must come to an end in 
time, and, at last (about -30 p.m.), we entered Kirkstone House, as the 
little inn at the summit of the Pass is called. We at once ordered tea, 
and had not long to wait before it came, and very good and plentiful it 
was. And here, let me speak a word on behalf of the smaller hostelries of 
our holiday districts. Let me say, that I have generally found the comfort 
of an inn, or a botel, to be very great in proportion as the inn itself is 
small and unpretentious. In large and fashionable hotels I have ‘been 
robbed, starved, disregarded, and put into beds where—well “ not to put 
too fine a point upon it "—where I have had to rise from uncasy slumbers, 
and do battle with a host of bloodthirsty foes. In small, modest country 
inns, I have, almost invariably, been well treated, and reasonably charged. 
The fare has, in nine eases out of ten, been good and plentiful, the sleeping 
accommodation has always been clean, if not always luxurious. The land- 
lord has never been less than civil, and has often been hearty, original, 
and genial, and the charges such as apparently satisfied him, and certainly 
gratified me. The company has not been always intelligent and refined, 
but, on the other hand, it has seldom been snobbish and plutocratic. 

Rested, and recruited to some extent, we left the inn, and were just 
turning towards Ambleside, when the Jandlord asked us “ if we would like 
to hearthe echo?” Of course we assented, and the good man, accordingly, 
but his hands to his mouth, and evolved out of his inner consciousness a 
kind of sereaming howl. A moment’s pause and—yes! surely enough a 
strange weird voice answers through the darkuess, from the hills, but not 
in one sharp repercussion ; a faint, prolonged wail goes winding about the 
invisible hill-sides, like the ery of a benighted spirit of the mountains. 
Again, and again, the landlord uplifted his vocal challenge, and again and 
again the crags and peaks answered, in the same unearthly tones. 

Not very long after, we entered the portals of the dear old White Lion, 
at Ambleside, and slept, once again, beside the shore of Windermere, 
We were too tired to do anything but stagger off to bed, and sink to sleep 
at once. And oh! with what aching bones we woke, at some preposterous 
hour the following morning! Easy and slow was that forenoon’s march 
to Bowness, the last stage of our tour. We left the road when about half 
a mile beyond Waterhead to bathe in Windermere. We had all bathed 
there together, at the outset of our holiday. This was the last dip we 
had in company, for Don John returned home from Windermere in the 
afternoon, leaving the Prince and we to spend one concluding day together. 


} 


We watched our good-natured companion, as he walked up the road to 


Windermere, and felt that our holiday was ended now. That evening, we 
The beautiful lake 


lay bright and still, as the san stole tohis rest. The rippling water lapped 
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engaged a boat, and pulled out towards Belle Isle. 
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musically beneath our bows, as we ceased pulling, and gazed away to the 
north-west, where the hills cluster into a galaxy of great names, that 
will ever remind us of our delightful wanderings. Bowfell, Scawfell, the 
Langdales, the hills about Coniston and Rydal, all lay there, tho’ far 
away from where we rested, on the broad bosom of Windermere. Silent, 
and, perhaps, a little saddened, we returned to the landing-place, as the 
twilight deepened into night again. 

Here is Wednesday morning, at last! To-night will see us home again; 
but, though we have only the forenoon left to us, now, we’ll make the best of 
it. And we did. We got our boat again (No. 31. I can confidently recom. 
mend her for every quality that a skiff should have), and pulled to the 
further side of the lake. Mooring our boat securely, we then quickly 
plunged into the soft, sweet water; and, for half an hour, lived in that 
other world of pleasure, which, as I have said before, is open to the 
swimmer only. And, then, we resumed the oar; and, for nearly two 
hours more, glided over Windermere, sometimes pulling strong and hard, 
till the water curled on either side our bows, and hissed fiercely, as our 
good boat urged her way ; sometimes creeping leisurely on, past bay and 
headland, sometimes reclining at ease, listening to the song of the ripples, 
and sometimes landing on one or other of the little islets, which so 
charmingly diversify the surface of this grandly-beautiful lake. My iast 
distinct recollection of our holiday, carries me bacix to Pic Nic Island, 
as -we called it, where we lay, in the shadow of the softly-whispering 
foliage, while the gentle wind breathed, as it had been a murmur of fare- 
well, and the unclouded sun arrayed lake and mountains, for our last look 
upon them, in their most resplendent loveliness. 

Good-bye to the Lakeland! The iron horse is whirling us remorselessly 
southward; and, as he and we hurry on, down comes the rain, once more 
at last. 

‘‘ Many things have happened since then.” It is five years since, and 
five years only, but they have been five busy and eventful years with all 
of us, and the time seems long gone by when we tramped through the 
mist on Rossett Fell, or listened to the thunders of Scale Force. But of 
all of us it may be said, that we preserve a keen and pleasant recollection 
of the holidays which we enjoyed in company. We have quafied many a 
brimming bumper to the “‘ brave days of old,’ whose memory we would 
not willingly let dic. 

Those days have been a mine of intellectual wealth to me. They have 
supplied me with a storé of amused and kindly remembrances; with a 
fund of anecdote and information; and, above all, with a varied and 
almost infinite succession of pictures which no earthly hand could paint, 
pictures which have risen before the eye of fancy in many an hour of what, 
without them, would have been an hour of weariness or of sadness. On 
many scenes in my holiday rambles I have 

‘«_ gazed and gazed, but little thought 
What wealth to me the sight had brought. 
For oft when on my couch I lie, 
In vacant, or in pensive mood, 
They rise, before that inward eye 
Which is the bliss of solitude, 
And then my heart with pleasure fills.” 

Surely, our debt is deep, to those seasons of life which endow us with 

the treasures of health, and happy memories. Such is my indebtedness 
to my holidays in 1873 and 1874, and I am sure that my companions 
would own themselves as much in debt as I am. 
Tux action of the Conservative portion of the Stockport Town Council,

Though great efforts had been made only 
a total of £60 worth of tickets were sold, and the expenses, about £7, left 
the promoters of the scheme £47 to the bad. A gentleman, during the 
course of the proceedings, called the Doctor’s attention to the foregoing 
facts, and appealed to him to reduce the amount of his lecturing fee, as 
the object was that of a religious institution, and the promoters were all 
poor men.

Eea 1, rrom Nantwicu.—What inhumanity does exist! A boy of 
twelve years, whilst bathing with a number of other boys in the Weaver, 
was carried away by the current and drowned. Three men employed on 
the railway heard the cries of the lad’s companions, and went to the river 
bank ; but, though the poor little fellow was only a yard and a half from 
them, they made no effort to save him, but stood and watched him drown.

@ T is amusing to mark the vigorous and condemnatory way in which 
J the Poet dilates on those who fail to appreciate his “superio? 

genius,” or refuse to acknowledge his claims to the elevated dignity 
of the Poet. His books are full to overflowing with vulgarly-libellous 
abuse, aimed at individuals who have never done him any real injury, but 
who hold themselves aloof for his egotistical society, and refuse to favour 
him with that respect to which he considers he is honestly entitled. His 
ninth Christmas Book, which we have before us at this moment, contains 
a paragraph referring to Mr. John Bright, to the following effect : 

‘** Some time ago (1870) we sent friend John our first Grand Christmas 
Book (3s. 6d.) by post, when he was at home in Rochdale, ia which we 
were fool enough to be at the expense of £5 over a copperplate portrait of 
this bluff old Quaker, who had not the common courtesy to even thank us! 
Catch us ever again spending £5 over friend John Bright. Quakers! 
don't imitate him. Your Master said—-‘Give honour where honour is 
due,’ but friend John will not be friendly!” 

Apart from the impertinence of this very lucid paragraph, the con- 
cluding lines are suflicient to disgust the iatelligent reader. It may be 
remarked here that the Poet Clese has a peculiar weakness for dis- 
patching his Christmas Books, in the absence of an order. A friend of 
ours, injudiciously enough, lately communicated with the soaring Bard, 
aud, though the correspondence did not exceed one letter on either side, 
the Poet, immediately on the publication of his interesting ‘‘ Annual,” 
forwarded our friend a copy, and, naturally enough, it was regarded as a 
present—-as a small token of the Poet’s benevolence. But, lo! ere the 
lapse of a fortnight, our friend was considerably astonished at the receipt 
of a brief but pointed epistle, to the effect that ‘3s. 6d. in stamps” would 
be acceptable at any time. It so happened that the unrecognised genius 
referred to our friend in the volume forwarded, and further correspondence 
elicited the fact that it was simply because of this “reference” that the 
Poet forwarded the book—considering that our friend ought, as a small 
recognition of the enviable honour conferred upon him, to purchase a copy 
and be thankful, That this is an extremely unusual method of business 
is a fact which transcends the region of argument, but it is only another 
instance of the old gentleman's eccentricity and the extravagant idea he 
revels in as to the extent of his popularity and power. It is impossible to 
enumerate the squabbles he has had with certain of the professional 
press of the metropolis. He has been in the habit of forwarding con- 
tributions to very superior publications, and, naturally enough, been very 
severely criticised. He has often been engaged in hostilities with the 


' London Figaro, and many a time has he talked largely of his solicitor, 


and made vague references to the punishment awaiting the libellous. We 
know of no one individual capable of more uncultivated abuse than the 
innocent ‘‘ Bard of Westmoreland.” His Aunual for 1879 contains an 
address to the editor of the Pictorial World, who, it would appear, has 
been making derogatory allusions, and for senselessly, ridiculous compo- 
sition and abuse, and downright egotism, we have never seen it surpassed. 
We give the address in toto, and conjure our readers to exercise their 
ingenuity and patience in the perusal : 

* The editor of the Pictorial World for August 31st, 1878, at the page 
11, column 1, on top, abuses Poet Close, who thus gives him a quid pro 
quo, and serve him jolly well——right !

Our readers will very probably rise from the perusal of the above unique 
composition with much relief—if they manage to wade through it intelli- 
gently we compliment them. Be it remembered that the capital letters 
and italics all owe their origin to the Poet, who has a peculiar way of 
weaving the same into the fabric of his scintillations, so as to give thema 
fantastic and unusual appearance. Alas, forthe Poet Close! One cannot 
forbear pitying him as he is, or scoffing at the ridiculous and unstudied 
attempts he so often makes to vindicate the existence of his “ genius,” 
His verse is so unusually poor that it is only natural on the part of literary 
men to regard the Poet Close as a literary sham, and criticise his common- 
place and imperfect effusions with the harshness of dissatisfaction. That 
he is not a poet is visible in everything he writes. He is one of the 
worst of an innumerable host of versifiers ; individuals who are capable 
of gathering together a jumble of words, and managing, by the exercise 
of just a little ingenuity, to get the lines to rhyme—individuals whose 
verses are such as might easily be written with the aid of a two-foot rule, 
and a Rhyming Dictionary. 

The Poet Close was once the satisfied recipient of a pension of £50 per 
annum from the funds of the Government, but, through the energy of Sir 
William Stirling Maxwell, M.P., who properly determined that the money 
was misapplied, the pension ceased to be received by the Poet, who, 
naturally enough, made, and still continues to make, no very little fuss over 
the very unfortunate event. We have no doubt it was a considerable loss 
to the Poet, but we all know that it is an injustice to the public to allow 
money out of the exchequer of the country when it is not really merited ; 
and in the case of the self-styled ‘‘ Bard of Westmoreland,” £50 per 
annum was a pittance poorly earned. This is a fact, however, which Mr. 
John Close, Bowness, Windermere, refuses to acknowledge. 

It is too late now, perhaps, for the prolific Bard to reform, but we 
venture to hope that he may grow less prolific and more sensible in his 
old age.
